Resident Contends That 
EDS Was Told To Leave... 


To the Editor: 

Austin Marshall was incorrect, in 
his rebuttal to William Wadsworth, when 
he stated in The Romulus News (De- 
cember 22, 1995) that "EDS [Environ- 
mental Disposal Systems] could end up 
with two hazardous waste deepwellfacil- 
ities in Romulus (instead of the one 
Originally contemplated) . . ." In an arti- 
cle in the Detroit News dated May 1, 
1994, Paige St. John wrote "EDS dug 
the first of two planned cement- and 
steel-lined wells last year ... " And in 
the Sunday Eagle and Enterprise, dated 
August 1, 1993, Al Post wrote "With the 
first of two massive Class | deep dis- 
posal wells dug in Romulus ... " etc. 
Don't let anyone fool you! There were 
two massive Class | deep disposal wells 
planned for Romulus all along! 

Dolores Witzgall stated, ina Romu- 
lus Newsarticle dated February 2, 1996, 
and in a Romulus Roman article dated 
February 8, 1996, that "EDS was in- 
vited into Romulus by former Mayor 
Beverly McAnally and the Romulus City 
Council." Ms. Witzgall fails to mention 
thatthe original resolution dated Decem- 
ber 10, 1990 was rescinded on August 
26, 1991, because of Mayor McAnally's 
recommendation to the Romulus City 
Council. EDS had two years, after the 
rescinding resolution and before the 
well was drilled, to pack up and leave 
the City of Romulus, and to take their 
investors' millions and go elsewhere! If 
Mayor McAnally was in favor of the well, 
why did she personally send Dave 
Werbach (the Environmental Protection 
Agency permit-giver) a copy of the re- 
scinding resolution, along with a letter 
that stated "The City of Romulus with- 
draws its recognition of this project" on 
August 28, 1991, sent by certified mail 
with return receipt? This was an action 
of someone, Mayor McAnally, trying to 
Stop the permit to be given to EDS. 

We're inthe same position now! We 
can write Dave Werbach, and advise 
him not to give EDS a permit. | know | 
have, sent by certified mail with return 
receipt. But, will Dave Werbach listen? 


He didnt listen to Mayor McAnally last 
time. 

Where were EDS's attorneys dur- 
ing that two-year "limbo" period, after 
the resolution was rescinded, and be- 
fore the well was drilled? EDS keeps 
reminding us where Barry Seifmanwas, 


but where were EDS's attorneys? Why. 


didn't EDS, and their attorneys, appear 
before our Environmental Protection 
Board and Board of Zoning Appeals 
during this two-year period? They had 
enough time to. Was EDS advised by 
their attorneys that it could be risky 
proceeding with their expensive project, 
when the Mayor had been instrumental 
in getting the original resolution re- 
scinded, and had tried to prevent the 
Environmental Protection Agency's per- 
mit from being approved? Shouldn't EDS 
have taken their project and run? 

EDS, don't waste another dime in 
the City of Romulus! We didn't want you 
here before, and we don'twant you here 
now! If you go ahead and invest your 
millions into these two new well projects, 
don't come crying to us when we won't 
let you inject your trucked-in, toxic, haz- 
ardous, heavy-metal, contaminated, lig- 
uid waste, imported from Canada and 
other states! EDS, don't say we didn't 
warn you, next time!

Her Contentions 
Dear Editor: 

In a letter which appeared in the 
February 22, 1996 issue of The Romu- 
lus Roman (Editor's note: the same 
letter appears above), a Ms. Yerman 
asserted that, since the City of Romulus 
resolution welcoming Environmental 
Disposal Systems (dated December 10, 
1990) was rescinded on August 26, 
1991, EDS had two years between the 
rescinding of the resolution and the 
drilling of its well to go elsewhere. 

What Ms. Yerman does not men- 
tion is that the State permit for the well 
was issued on July 30, 1991, and the 
Federal permit was issued on October 
8, 1991. Between that time andthe time 
the well was drilled, numerous conver- 
sations occurred between EDS and 
Mayor McAnally and our attorneys and 
Barry Seifman about whether to pro- 
ceed with the well. Mayor McAnally 
provided EDS with four legal opinions 
from Barry Seifman (dated December 
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1992; and October 11, 1993) indicating 
that the City had no jurisdiction over the 
well. In addition, the City issued permits 
for construction activities at the well site 
and taxed EDS on the property value 
associated with the well after it was 
installed. Please note that the last legal 


opinion from Mr. Seifman was dated 
-‘about two weeks before the City took 


legal action against EDS, which also 
was two weeks before ageneral election. 

Ms. Yerman asks where the EDS 
attorneys were during the two-year peri- 
od between the rescinding resolution 
and the drilling of the well. The answer 
is that the EDS attorneys were talking 
with Barry Seifman to decide if the well 
should be drilled. 

Ms. Yerman asks why EDS did not 
appear before the Environmental Pro- 
tection Board and Board of Zoning Ap- 
peals prior to drilling the well. The an- 
swer is that Mr. Seifman said the City 
had no jurisdiction relative to the well 
and Mayor McAnally asked EDS to wait 
until afterthe 1993 election to presenta 
site plan to the Planning Commission 
for a permit to construct buildings. In 


addition, Mayor McAnally never asked 
us to do so, nor did Mr. Seifman, be- 
cause they felt they had no jurisdiction. 

Ms. Yerman has now warned EDS 
to notcome crying when Romulus won't 
let the project proceed, particularly be- 
cause Canadian waste is involved. As 
far as the Canadian waste issue is con- 
cerned, Romulus and other nearby cit- 
ies already accept large quantities of 
Canadian waste at existing waste facili- 
ties courtesy of the free trade agree- 
ment, and just a few weeks ago The 
Detroit News published an article show- 
ing that billions of dollars of Canadian 
waste will be coming to Michigan in 
landfills and some Canadian waste will 
be shipped to Utah. Yes, EDS plans to 
handle some Canadian waste, but the 
expected quantity is small, and that 
generators waste is currently being 
transported into the U.S. 

As far as Ms. Yerman's warning 
about EDS spending more money is 
concerned; we certainly appreciate the 
warning; however, we are not spending 
any money on attorneys because they

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Bill Would Close Well"'Loophole" 


State Representative Greg Pitoniak 
(D-Taylor) and State Senator Loren 
Bennett (R-Canton), chairofthe Senate 
Natural Resources and Environmental 
Affairs Committee, recently introduced 
legislation that would significantly 
change Michigan's Natural Resources 
and Environmental Protection Act 
(NREPA) regarding the state permitting 
process for multisource commercial 


hazardous waste disposal wells. 


"Currently, when the Michigan De- 
partment of Environmental Quality is 


_asked to issue a permit forthe construc- 
_ tion and operation of acommercial haz- 
_ardous waste disposal well, it can only 


consider technical merits regarding the 
geological formation proposed for dis- 
posal and the integrity of the well's 
construction,” said Pitoniak. "Many fac- 
tors that are important to the local com- 
munity, and the impact of the well on air, 
water, and other natural resources, can- 
not currently be considered! 

"Our legislation will require that 
these wells maintain an on-site treat- 
ment and storage facility and, there- 
fore, must meet all of the requirements 
of a hazardous waste management 
facility. 

"Deep injection wells, including both 


nonhazardous and hazardous waste 


_ - a i 


| under Part 625 (Mineral Wells) of Michi- 


gan's environmental law, which prima- 
rily deals with oiland gas wells anddoes 
not address environmental concerns 
related to injection,” said Bennett. "It is 
only when the operator of a hazardous 
waste disposal well chooses to have 
storage and treatment facilities on the 
site of the well that they are required to 
meet the stricter standards under Part 
111 (Hazardous Waste Management) 
of the law." 

With the passage of this legislation, 
multisource commercial hazardous 
waste disposal wells would be subject 


_to existing requirements under Part 111 


(Hazardous Waste Management) of the 
NREPA, including a background check 
of the applicant, an environmental as- 
sessment, an engineering plan, proce- 
dures forclosure and postclosure moni- 
toring, an environmental failure mode 
assessment, bonding requirements to 
cover the cost of closing the well andthe 
maintenance and monitoring of the well 
for 30 years after it is closed, and a 
comprehensive environmental review 
by the Site Review Board. 

"The Site Review Board has a very 
Significant role regarding hazardous 
waste management," said Pitoniak. "The 
Board is responsible for reviewing and 
recommending to the Department Di- 
rector, Russ Harding, whether he should 
grant or deny final approval for treat- 
ment, storage, or disposal facility con- 
struction permit applications." 

The Site Review Board must con- 


sider, at a minimum, the following: 

° the risk/impact of accident during 
transportation of hazardous waste; 

* the risk/impact of contamination of 
ground and surface water by leaching 
and runoff from the proposed treat- 
ment, storage, or disposal facility; 

« the risk of fires or explosions from 
improper treatment, storage, and 
disposal methods; 

¢ the impact onthe municipality where 
the proposed treatment, storage, or 
disposal facility is to be located in 
terms of health, safety, cost, and 
consistency with local planning and 
existing development (including local 
ordinances, permits, etc.); 

e the nature of the probable environ- 
mental impact, including the specifi- 
cation of the predictable adverse 
effects on the natural environment 
and ecology; public health and safe- 
ty; scenic, historic, cultural, and rec- 
reational value; and water and air 
quality and wildlife; 

¢ an evaluation of measures to miti- 
gate adverse effects: 

¢ information contained in the con- 
struction permit application disclo- 
sure statement; and 

e theconcerns and objections submit- 
ted by the public. 

"Clearly issues regarding the im- 
pact on our natural resources and envi- 
ronment should be considered when a 
hazardous waste disposal well is pro- 
posed," said Bennett. "Furthermore, the 
storage andtreatment facilities required 
for commercial hazardous waste dis- 
posal wells under the legislation are 
necessary to ensure that the hazardous 
wastes being brought in from the nu- 
merous outside sources are properly 
tested and monitored before being in- 
jected into the well." 

Added Pitoniak, "By closing this 
loophole and forcing commercial haz- 
ardous waste disposal well operators to 
follow a stricter set of environmental 
regulations, we can help assure Michi- 
gan communities that the utmost over- 
sight is being exercised in the permit- 
ting process. 

The Site Review Board is made up 
of nine members and one non-voting 
chairperson. The seven voting mem- 
bers appointed by the Governortothree- 
year terms include ageologist, achemi- 
cal engineer, a toxicologist, arepresen- 
tative from the manufacturing industry, 
two representatives of the public, anda 
representative of a neutral municipality. 
The remaining two board members are 
appointed only for the consideration of 
a specific permit, one of which is a 
municipal official appointed by the Gov- 
ernor and the other a county resident 
appointed by the County Board of Com- 
missioners. The Governor also appoints 
an attorney to serve as the non-voting 
chair of the Review Board. O

With that thought in mind, if the City 
Council is telling you that the City has a 
strong position, then maybe the City's 
attorneys should be willing to explain 
why EDS' attorneys feel their position is 
So strong. 

Ms. Yerman further asks why we 
need a company like EDS in our town? 
Our regional community needs a com- 
pany like EDS to provide a better way to 
dispose of wastewaters until recycling 
technologies can advance to the level 
of being able to handle these types of 
wastewaters without putting them in 
landfills, treatment plants, or incinera- 
tors that result in impacts to our near- 
surface environment.

Council adopted a resolution to rescind 
Resolution No. 90-589, due to changes 
in the corporate entities involved."
